Fletcher enlisted as a private in Montreal in 1914, and rose to 
the rank of captain, which he held when discharged in Janu- 
ary, 1919. In court today he wore the Military Medal which 
he won while serving as a private. Fletcher was charged with

31, 1921, and for sale to March 1, 
1922. But criticism, curlously enough, 
came chiefly from rural members on 
the government side of the house, al- 
though George Boyce, of Carleton— 
himself a farmer—declared that if a 
man wanted olemargarine and was 
prepared to pay for it, there was no 
reason why he should not have it. 

John Best, of Dufferin, took occasion 
to charge responsibility for dear food 
on the city dweller. To get shorter 
hours, labor was leaving the farm for 
the city. ‘Thank 'God,” 
| Mr. Best “thank God the farmers 
have got into a position where they 
can say, and they are doing it, and 
will continue to do it. ‘We have this 
country by the throat. They had us

The report of the postoffice depart- 
ment for the past year shows a re- 
venue of $21,602,712,66, while the ex- 
penditures are given ug $19,278,083,90 
which jeaves, apparently, a surpius of 
approximately §2,400,000, Included in 
the revenue, however, js said to be 
eomething like $7,000,000 that has no 
rightful place in the earn.ngs of the 
department, for the reason that that 
seven millions, Is represented by the 
sale of war stamps. which. go on 
cheques, notes. patent medicines, etc., 
and can not be set down as due to the 
operation of the department, belong: 
ing rather to the Finance Department. 
Deducting that amount, therefore, It 
is seen that the actual deficit In the 
postoftice department for the pag 
year hae really been about $5,000,000, 
A part of this may be traceable to the 
fact that newspapers have been car- 
ried at a very moderate rate; yet at 
the same time it may be pointed out 
that while the earnings of the depart- 
ment (aside altogether from war, 
stamps) have increased from approxi- 
mately $10,000,000 in 1912 to approxt- 
mately $14,500,000 in 1919, tac expen- 
ditures during the game time have in- 
creased from the modest figure of

Leapfrog 


The Back.—Any player who hends 
over to make a hack for others to 
leap over is called the ‘back.’ He 
must rest his hands on his knees or 
near them, to mako a firm back. It 
fs against the rules for any player 
making a back to throw up his back 
or fend it lower while a player !s 
leaping over it. But each player | 
before jumping, may say “high back” 
or “low back!” which the one who 
is down muet adjust before the jump- 
er starts. He then must do his best 
to keep the back perfectly level and 
still, unless the eamo calls for a dif- 
ferent kind of play. 

In some cases the back atands with 
his back towards the jumpers, and 
{n others with his side towards them. 
If he fs to stand on a@ certain line, 
he must “heel it,” tf with his. back 
towards them, or, if his side ‘be to- 
ward them, stand with one foot on 
either side of the line, | 

The Jummer.-——Tre n'ayer who leaps 
must lay hig hands flat on the bac 
‘at the shoulders, and not “knuckle,” 
that fs, double under the fingers. Any 
player traneressing th's rule must 
change places with the ‘ack. The 
back must be cleared without touch- 
ine him with the foot, or any part 
of the body,,except the hands, Such | 
a touch Its called “spurring” and the 
transeressor must change places with 
the back, if the latter stands upright 
in time, he remains back, 

When a leap ts made from a etart- 
ing line or “taw*’’ the jumper may 
fhot immt his foot (more than halt 


ever the line. Good jumpers will 
Jand on the toes, with knees bent, 
and backs upright, not losing the 


balance.

The next player runs, 
leaps over the back, runs a few steps 
forward so as to allow space for a 
run between himself and the first | 
player. and ‘n his turn. stoops over 
Bnd makes a back, Mhis makes 
two backs. The third player leaps 
‘over the first back, runs and leaps 
over the second, runs a short distance 
end makes a third back. When all 
the players are making ‘backs the 
first one down takes 4's turn at leap- 
ing, and so on indefinitely. 

The game may be made more dif- 
ficult, by each player moving only a 
few feet in advance of the back over 
which he ‘thas leaper, as this will 
leave no room for aerun between 
the backs but meansa continuous suc- 
cession of leaps by the succeeding 
players. 

If there are many layers they 
may be lined up in single files, and 
make the game a race between the 
files, 

A burlesque on this game which 
wometimes is good sport, consists in 
crawling between the feet of the 
players tnstead of jumping over the 
backs. This may be done ‘by leaping | 
over the back of one, crawling e-/ 
tween the feet of the nex', etc,

Last week's plant was a weed, the 
Canada Thistle. Now, don’t you re- 
member ever ‘having met him? The 
only member who sent in the correct 
name was Edwin Chandler, Ranturly, 
Alberta. 

This plant spreads very quickly by 
means of its long, spreading roots, 
that send up shoots al] along théir 
way, so when you meet it try to des- 
troy as much ag possible of the root, 
and then watch the spot, and kill 
every plant as it appears, If you 
cover the spot with good etrong tar- 
paper, weighting it well down with 
heavy stones or dry soll, it ‘will 
smother out the plant, by preventing

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What's The Matter With Sugar? 


Mainly the thing that has been 
the matter with it during the past 
ive years was that the world war 
vas fought in the beet sugar fields, 
Belgium, France, Germany, Aus- 
sria, Russia, Roumania, were all 
producers of beet sugar before the 
war on an export scale, And as 
the armies happened to meet along 
1 good part of that strip atross 
nid-Europe, and as the rest of it 
was cut off from world trade, a 
jlump in the sugar supply was in 
the nature of things necessary. 

The normal world demand be- 
tore the war has been estimated at 
ibout eleven million tons, of which 
the cane-growing countries sup- 
plied only about a third and the 
beet growing countries two-thirds. 
With the summary shutting off of 
the main sugar supply it is clear 
mnough that sugar had to grow 
tearce and the price go up; and 
with the prolonged tieing up of 
the region by military operations 
it ig not difficult to understand 
that the tendency should be for 
the supply to keep on dwindling!

Precisely what is the matter 
with sugar in the present year, 
and in Canada, is not so apparent. 
The war ended a year ago last 
fall. Presumably a start was 
made across the beet belt of 
Europe last summer to revive the 
suspended industry, for the people 
in those devastated regions were 
In desperate need of producing 
something, and they could find 
nothing more profitable than the 
beet crops with the cultivation of 
which they were familiar, Pre- 
sumably also preparations were 
made for carrying the re-establish- 
ment of the industry forward an- 
other long step this summer, for 
the inducement of keen demand 
and high prices was never a0 
strong. 

And in the meantime the ef- 
forts made to expand cane-grow- 
ing have now had time to mature, 
and make themselves felt. In 
point of fact, Cuba has a crop this 
year estimated to yield as much 
as the whole cane sugar demand 
of the world in the year before 
the war. The United States pro- 
duced as much last year as Cuba 
has this year, and is likely repeat- 
ing the achievement this season.

Such an achieve- 
ment could only tbe maintained by the 
might of a great power like the Unit- 
ed States. 

The premier said he was confident 
President Wflson would arbitrate the 
boundaries with great fairness and 
judgment. 

Germans Holding Ships 

; Berlin, April 80—The allies repara- 
tions commission hag replied to Ger- 
many's recent request that German 
be allowed to retain to her own use, 
a certain number of ships due for 
delivery to the allies under the peace 
treaty. ° 

The reply said that, although it has 
been three months since the treaty 
became effective, not a aingle vessel 
has been delivered and that the com- 
missioners cannot possibly consider 
further proposals until a satisfactory 
quantity of tonnage is surrenderel. It 
also recalled that charter mouey is 
payable by Genmany from the dates 
the ships are due to the date of their 
delivery.

Rivers, which flow through both Mon- 
tana and Alberta, wil be re-argued 
hert, in view of the changes in the 
personne) of the commiasion since 
former arguments at St. Paul in 1916 
and Detroit in 1917. 

Sir William Hearst has succeeded 
Mr. Justice Mignault as a member of 
jthe Canad‘an section, and Senator 
Clark took the place of the late Mr. 
Tawney on the American section, 

The division of the waters of these 
two rivers was arranged between Can- 
ada and United States In 1909. Both 
rivers arise in Montana, and flow 
across to Alberta. The Milk returns 
while the St. Mary's empties into the 
Saskatchewan. In the treaty they are 
regarded as one river and trrigation 
development ig based on such treat- 
ment.

Influence Remark tn India 

In eupport of thia, India is cited 
as the country where women’, influ- 
ence is remarkahje although the only 
‘woman, seemingly, in the Indian 
household, who exerts a wide intlu- 
ence fa the old woman, it may be a 
grandmother of great-grandmother, 
and her sway te acknowledged by 
everyone In the compound, and the 
men are also under her domination. 
The moe diMiouk thing to be reck- 
oned with In the advancement of the 
women of India ts the fact that they 
are never seen. They ure allowed 
only to meet women of tae vhite 
race, and it is @ very great concession 
for them to have tea or dine with 
@ woman of another race or caste, « 

The real problem of India is the 
women, and one {js surprised to find 
they live happter lives than it is gen- 
erally eupposed, when taking into 
;consideration the fact the seeming 
cruelties of the fate of many of the 
girls who are married at the age of 
12 years, If their husbands happen 
to die while they are finishing their 
education, the gin) can never marry; 
{she ia treated as a widow, however, 
jand often drifts out into a question- 
j able Ufe, 
| He reiterated that the women of 
| the compounds seem happy and exert 
}an enonmous influence over the lives 
of the men. 


Women Must Act 

The eame is true in China; there 
fs very little hope of influencing the 
men to progress and new ideas if you 
cannot get the women prepared to 
take up new thoughts and aims. In 
the matter of liberty and religion it 
!s the influence of the women that 
keep the men back from being able lo 
act upon their own judgment, or their 
conscience, although they may be 
converted to the new ideas of pro- 
gress. However, thie is the century 
when women have stepped out into 
the open, where they will enter into 
the universal service, politically and 
socially, for the first time in history. 

Speaking of what is desired of these 
women, Dr. Bickersteth sums up the 
matter in the few words and that is 
that women should enter Into new 
responsfbilities and duties with an 
intelligent understanding of matters 
and things. He eulogizea the work 
being done {fn oriental countries by 
the Roman Catholic Sistera, and com- 
mented on the translation of Chinese, 
Japanese, and Indian into the English 
seen on signs they display in public 
places, many of which were unique in 
their interpretation, 

Dr. Bickersteth asked the women 
that in the use of their privileges, and 
| influence, they meke plain in the 
womens movements, what they stand 
for. Women should make the mean- 
Ing of their alms Clear and lucid. They 
should state plainly what they do or 
,do not stand for, what the relation- 
ship is which women are to fulfill 
in the world, and how they are ¢o live 
up to that relationship, 

In speaking of the losq of 800 000 
men in the late war, Dr. Bickereteth 
‘made clear that many women would 
never marry, and have homes, hence, 
if they felt so disposed there was a 
great work in the Orjent for Wnglish 
teachers, and medical missionaries 
| The cry in Japan, India, and Chine, is 
for people to be sent out to teach, and 
for medica] work. In 6,000 mfles’ 
travel jn India, schoo] after sohool 
was visited and the cry is for more 
teachers to be sent out. With aplen- 
did universities in which women may 
now take degrees in inedicine, as well 
og other departments, the opportu- 
nity is large for doing good in both 
India and China. In speaking of the 
field €or the married woman also, Dr. 
Bickersteth emphasized the work of 
| the mother, and her influence over 
| her children, and warned against the 
| mistake of the Orlenta] mother in 
| polling her boys, polling the child- 

ren in the home should be regarde 
asa thing to be avoided. 
Great Opportunity of Women 

The opportunity of the Women's 

Movement is to exert their influence 
in the home to make the wife's posi- 
tion exactly what you wahnt it to be. 
He divided the 'women In the home 
Into these classes: the echo (the si- 
lent one), (the slave), the dominant, 
and the co-operative; and defined 
their attitude. Of these, the co-oper- 
ative wife, the one who would go 
hand in hand with the man, ts the 
woman whose influence will be most 
fela in the world. This ts the {deal 
the tweatern ‘world should bring to 
the lives of the women of the east. 

Further, 4n warning against the 
Spoiling of the children, he stated that 
the old manner of keeping Sunday 
was stiff and out of date for thease 
days. While children brought up 

under the old regime were not un- 
happy, yet parents should be mrepared 
to say what games children may in- 
| dulge in Sundays, while not prohibit. 
ing games on thet day. To exeroise 
a disciplinary force in directing the 
childrem and in learning what their 
children want, to get a more perfect

PROTECTING 
PLANTS FROM 
CUTWORMS 


‘ 


Local Inventor Has Perfected De- 
vice Whereby Cutworms Can 
Be Successfully Combatted 


P. Ockenden, of 10562 104th street, Bd- 
monton, has recently invented, patented, 
and put on the market, what will no doubt 
prove to be a boon to most gardeners, in 
the form of an anti-cut-worm outfit, by 
which cut-worms can be successfully com- 
batted at a comparatively small cost. The 
fnyention, which is illustrated on this page, 
{s being manufactured {in Edmonton at 
the present time and is for sale at all 
wholesale seed houses under the name of 
Ockenden & Pike's Anti-Cut-Worm outfit. 
It is an instrument which places a paper 
shield around the young plant and there- 
by absolutely excludes all cut-worms. As 
it 1s porous it does not exclude moisture. 

Cut-worms are found in practically 
every garden on the North American con- 
tinent. In the spring of the year when 
the tender young plants are transplanted 
into the garden they are present in great 
numbers, and often completely destroy the 
vegetable garden by eating parts, or in 
some cases biting off the entire plant. 

There are methods of combatting the 
cut-worm other than with the use of this 
instrument. Polsoning has often been 
used effectively; tin cans with the top and 
bottom knocked out and stuck over the 
plants, will prevent the cut-worm from 
attacking the plant, but none have been 
found that will so effectively and cheaply 
destroy this pest as this newly-invented 
cut-worm destroyed. 

Various tests have been made to make 
sure that the cut-worm could find no way 
to enter the paper shield and attack the 
plant. The cut-worm ts a form of cater- 
puller, and it has been found that it will 
not burrow more than one inch below the 
surface and will never climb over any 
obstacle. The paper shield projects some- 
what over one and a-half inch above the 
ground and it has been found that the cut- 
worm will never enter the shield by crawl- 
ing over the top. There are types of 
caterpillers that will climb the stalks of 
plants, but these are not the cut-worm.

The out-voluntary is a sacred Institution 
for which, Lowever, there ta Uttle to be 
sald logically, for if it is a great piece of 
music, such as a fugue of Bach's (as it 
often is), it is putting it to a very poor 
use to play it to people who are getreating 
from it and getting to the door as fast as 
they can. 

‘be ovt-voluntary ts, in fact, played for 
the few persons who may occasionally be 
interested enough in music to stay and 
hear it to the end, Wersonally I always 
fecl a great interest in the out-voluntary, 
when I have been attending a church and 
not playing, and I sbouid be disappointed 
if there were none, but in general no one 
seems to cure about it or pay any attention 
to it. Let it be preserved, however, for the 
sake of the organist, to whom {t affords 
an innocent enjoyment of which {t would 
| be a pliy, to deprive him, But I think or- 
ganists might be inylited to remember that 
there is no necessity that the out-voluntary 
should always be as loud as possible, no 
matter what the character of the day's ser- 
vice or of the sermon may have been, nor 
is there any suitability in the introduction 
of “show” muste tn the shape or concert- 
room fantasias, 

When I heard the rector of a church one 
day, while his organist was fairly ramp 
iug over a fantasia of the French school 
on the Full Organ, say, with a shrug of 
his shoulders, “Just listen to that fellow!” 
I confess that my sympathies in this case 
were rather on the clerical side, The out- 
voluntary should be selected with due re- 
gard to the fact that we are, after all, in 
a church, and npt in a concert room; and, 
moreover, that there are Sunday and ser- 
vices the feeling of which would be better 
met and expressed by a quiet voluntary 
than by even one of the “mountainous 
fugues” in strict organ style of which 
Master Hugues was summoned to explain 


TO THE DANCE 


A rather violent attack on the Influence 
of the dance appeared in an issue of the 
London Times, in which the author dn- 
sisted that while the older composer cer- 


tainly appropriated certain danc forms 
they robbed them of the “dance” ment 
as speedily as possible, The dance, he 


contended, might be a means to an end; 
it was never an end In itself, “Allemande, 
sarabande, gavot, minuet, and all the rest 
might be bullt up into the new complex 


of one and all depended on the more or 
less complete repudiation of their birth- 
right,” 

The article im the Times created some 
discussion which was later carried into The 
Music Student, to which Mr. J. A. Puller- 
Maitland, formerly music eritic to the 
Times and editor of the revised Grove's 
Dictionary, contributed. He answered the 
above argument in the following interest- 
ing way: 

“It is perfectly true, of course, that art- 
istic music did appropriate the dance 
forms of its time, and gave them a new 
iife, quite apart from natural dancing; but 
in these latter days the art of the dance 
bas made the aptest retort that could be 
| tmagined. by taking musical works often 
unconnected with dancing, and Mlustrating 
them in the dance. I believe this to be due, 
in the first instance, to Miss Isadora Dun- 
ean, who, when she first came to England, 
ssed to dance poetry and pictures, but 
music; dt was pointed out in the 
columns of the Times and elsewhere that 
ti@re was a new fleld for her energies in

At Least Two Murders According

To Report From Los Angeles 


Bigamist Who Masqueraded As Watson in Edmonton Is 
Said to Have Made Revolting Confession to Attorney 
And County Officials—“Might Have Murdered More,” 


Alleged to Have Said. 


Los Angeles, Calif., April 380— 
James R. Huirt, held there while offi- 
cers investigated reports of his mar- 
riage to a number of women, con- 
fessed lato Thursday night that he 
had glain two of the women, accord- 
ing to county officers. 

Two of the numerous women Huirt 
is alleged to have married in various 
parts of the continent, and who are at 
present listed as missing, are Beatrice 
M. Andrews, of Canada and England, 


and Agnes Wilson, of Edmonton, 
Alberta. 
More than twenty-five marriages 


have been attributed by the officers 
to Huirt. 

According to the alleged confession, 
made today to J. Morgan Marmaduke, 
his attorney, and county officials, 
Huirt murdered at least two of his 
wives, two others met “accidental” 
deaths while with him, and he 
“might have murdered more.” 

Seven Wives Missing 

Seven are listed as missing, includ- 
ing the two Canadian women, the 
other five being Nina Lee Deloney, 
killed wita a hammer, at Long Beach, 
Calif.; Elizabeth Prior, whose head 
was crushed with a sledge hammer 
near Plum, Wash.; Bertha Goodnich, 
who was tipped out of a boat in lake 
Washington, near Seattle; Miss Alice 
Ludvighon, drowned in a river in 
Idaho, and Mrs. Gertrude Wilson, of 
Seattle, 


WESTERNERS 
IN THE COMMONS 
HOLD CAUCUS 


Members Supporting the Govern- 
ment Discuss Matters Coming 
Up in the Budget 


Ottawa, April 30—(Canadian Press) 
Western members of the commons 
supporting the present government, 
held their caucus today to decide on 
Several lines of action in connection 
with matters which are expected to 
come up in the budget. There was a 
large attendance, despfte the fact 
that since last year the newly formed 
National Progressive Party, a major- 
ity of the members of which com- 
prises Westemaers, as feduced the 
membership. 

By dar the most important item dis- 
cussed today was the budget as it 
affects the tariff. It is proposed to 
eliminate the duty on small threshers, 
binders and farm household commodi- 
ules, such es washing machines, cook 
stoves, etc., and upon such things as 
leather for pegged boots, etc. 

In leu of this it is advocated that 
an excise tax shall be levied. 

Many columns of figures have been 
examined by members to see the 
effect of this and after calculations 
galore, it is figured that through the 
proposal of an excise tax, the farmer 
would not pay any more for his goods 
than at present, while the manufac- 
turer would pay more taxes and still 
enjoy the same amount of protection 
from similar industries across the 
line. 

The feeling generally toward the 
tariff, {t is understood, was that it 
should not be entirely eliminated but 
lowered to the extent named. The 
caucus also ‘heard a lengthy report cn 
the question of natural resources and 
another on the Hudson Bay question. 
In both these cases assurance has 
been given that the government will 
do something this session and m2m- 
bers are apparently satisfied with this. 

A more important item was the 
question of the method of handling 
this year’s wheat crop. Plans for this 
@re under discussion, but no inkling 
{is given. Several farmer members, 
some of them belonging to the cross- 
benches have agreed that national 
marketing should be favored so long 
as contro] is also held by the E.ro- 
pean interests, 

The committee on income tax 1e- 
ported and will sit again. It ts in- 
tended to get R. W. Breadner, com- 
missioner of taaxtion, to address a 
caucus some time next week on tho 
working of the scheme as it affects 
farmers, 

Transfer of natural 
caused some discussion. 
committee contended that while

government had agreed to transfer 
the resources to the three weste-n 
provinces it was conditional on an

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ROBERT BROWNING | 


Born May 7, 1812, 

You have all heard tne story of 
the Pied Piper of Hamlin who 
charmed the rats with his funny tune, 
and perhaps many of you would like 
to read the tale for yourselves, It 
has been put into very charming verse 
by the poet, Robert \(Browning, whose 
one hundred and eighth birthday an- 
niversary is celebrated on the seventh 
of next month. Browning wag born in 
London on the seventh of May, 1812, 
and when he was atill very young he 
began to comlpose verses. When he 
was quite little he enjoyed the advan- 
tage of much foreign travel and 
through his travels he imbibed much 
}of the interesting bits of fact aad 
fiction that most boys and girls get 
only by the dint of hard study. Waen 
Browning was nineteen years of aye 
|his verses were already jibeing pub- 
| ished, And considerable interest they 
drew towards the young man who had 
written them. 

Browning was a deep thinker and 
| often he tried to put more’ thought 


into his words than they could hold. 
For that reason some people find f.!s 
poems hard to understand. Some of 
Browning's verses, however, are soul 
Stirring poems which live forever tn_ 
the literature of the English speak\ig_ 
world. When Browning was 34 yours) 
of age, he met and fell in love with 7 
a very charming lady, El'zabeth Bar- 
rett, whose verses had won for her 
much fame. She returned the poe‘s 
affection and these kindred souls wer 
married, Their courtship and imar- 
riage are perhaps the (basis of tne 
most beautiful love story and romance 
ever enacted by real people, After 
the Brownings, were married they 
went to Italy to I've in an old palace, 
which stands on the Grand Canal in 
Venice and there Robert Browning 
spent the last daye of his noteworthy 
life. On the day that his last book of 
verses was published the poet diad. 
His body was taken back to England 
and placed with due ceremony in 
Westminster Abbey, on the last day 
of the year 1889.

In an action which re- 
sulted in the occupation of the village 
of Kozatin, southwest of Zhitomir, Po- 
ligh cavalry captured 2,000 prisoners, 
10 cannon, one tank and the colors of 
the 5t8h Bolsheviki division.

DELAYS TRIP EAST

The department of municipal af- 
fairs and of health will be administers 
ed along much the game lines as under 
the late minister, Hon. A. G. MacKay, 
according to a statement of Hon. C. R. 
Mitchell, the newly appointed minis- 
ter, 

Mr. Mitchell has gone pretty well 
around among tne cabinet positions, 


In 1910 he left the bench, being dis- 
trict court judge at Calgary to enter 
the government as  attorney-general 
and minister of education; two years 
later he was made minister of public 
works and the following year was 
made provincial treasurer which posi- 
tion he has held ever since. 

Mr. Mitchell states that he will as 
far as practicable carry out the poll- 
cles in the departments of municipal 
affairs and of health, particularly 
along the lines of the legislation of the 
past two years, and as put into opera- 
tion by the late minister. It was yet 
too early, eaid Mr. Mitchell to give 
any detailed expression of opinion re- 
garding the future of the work, as né- 
cessarily he would need to familiarize 
himself with the details of the organ- 
ization and work before taking any 
definite steps.. 

But generally speaking both depart- 
ments would be conducted with as 
little change as possible. Owing to the 
close connection of the treasury with 
the other departments of the govern- 
ment service, the new minister has a 
general knowledge of the new depart- 
ments, especially so far as the finan- 
clal provision for carrying out their 
policies is concerned.
